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Feature  of  Issue  (page  742);  TOLD  DRY  BEAN  SITUATION 
EUROPEAN  MARKET  PRO  SELECTS  FOR  APPLES 

Prospects  for  American  apples  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  continue 
favorable j  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  L.  V.  Steere,  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner at  Berlin,  which  was  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  November  21,  1930.     Supplies  of  home-grown 
apples  are  diminishing.    Mr.  Steere  states  that  arrivals  from  the  Baltic 
States  have  "been  heavy",  "but  have  now  practically  ceased.     Arrivals  of 
dessert  apples  from  the  Tyrol  and  Yugoslavia  are  now  in  reduced  volume. 
The  large  arrivals  of  American  apples  have  caused  some  decline  in  prices 
for  apples  of  inferior  quality,  but  good  apples  have  remained  steady  in 
price.    The  trade  is  somewhat  concerned  about  prices  holding  up  under  the 
continued  heavy  apple  arrivals  from  America  coupled  with  the  low  purchas- 
ing power  on  the  Continent.    Reports  from  Holland  state  that  recently  the 
price  of  apples  and  pears  have  risen  20  per  cent. 

SOY  BE  AIT  SITUATION  IN  NORTH  MANCHURIA 

The  1930  soy  bean  crop  of  North  Manchuria  is  being  estimated  by 
some  authorities  at  from  20  to  25  per  cent  larger  than  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  Nyllus  at  Shanghai.     This  would  represent  a  crop  of 
approximately  5,000,000  tons  as  compared  with  4,000,000  tons  last  year. 
The  quality  of  the  crop  will  be  excellent.    Mr  Nyhus  mentions  that  in  his 
opinion  this  estimate  is  too  high,  but  it  is  certain  that  the  crop  will  be 
greater  than  last  year.     Stocks  of  old  crop  beans  are  placed  at  100,000  ton: 
which  is  not  particularly  excessive.    The  export  demand  at  present  is  very 
weak  and  firms  are  only  buying  about  50  per  cent  of  their  usual  quantities. 
The  bean  oil  market  is  especially  quiet  and  mills  are  buying  only  10  to 
15  per  cent  of  normal  amounts  for  that  purpose.    Local  prices  in  spite  of 
the  exchange  rate  are  lower  than  at  any  time  since  the  war.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Foreign  grain  sewings 

The  total  area  estimated  as  sown  to  fall  wheat  in  Canada  up  to 
October  31,  1930,  for  the  season  1931  is-  394,000  acres,  as  compared  with 
1,042,000  acres  sown  in  1929  for  the  1930  harvest.'     This  represents  a 
decrease  of  148,000  acres  or  14  per  cent.'    The  condition  of  fall  wheat  on 
October  31  was  reported  as  95  per  cent  of  the  ten  year  average  as  com- 
pared with  88  per-  cent  on  the  -sane  date  in  1929,    The  latest  reports  on 
the  fall  sowings  in  Russia  state  that  96 ,000,000  acres,  or  90.7  per  cent 
of  the  intended  acreage,  were  sown  up  to  ITovember  10,  according  tc 
American  Agricultural-  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.  The  current  figure  ^ 
compares  with  97,-400,000  acres  sown  in  1929  for  the  1930  harvest. 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

E  U-0'00  •  •' 

Weather  conditions  in  European  countries  during  the  week  ended  Novem- 
ber 20  were  mostly  favorable  to  fall  sown  grains,  Mr.  Steere  reports.  The 
Weather  Bureau  of . H.S.F.S.R.  and  Ukraine  reports  that  weather  conditions 
during  the  first  10  days  of  November  were  favorable  to  the  winter  grains, 
which  are  mostly  in  average  or  better  than  average  condition. 

S  out  her  n  Eem  i  sua  ere  ,  .- :  . 

Temperatures  were  near  normal,  in  the  grain  districts  of  Argentina, 
during  the  week  ended  November  17,  according  to  reports  received  by  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau.    .The  average  for  the  northern  zone  was 
exactly  normal  while  that  for  the  south  1°  below  normal.    The  precipitation 
was  about  half  of  normal  in  each  section.     In  Australia  light  to  moderate 
rains  fell  in  South  Australia,  River ina  and  Victoria.    Showers  were 
reported  in  Western  Australia. 

Wheat  "production  in  1930 

The  estimates  of  the  1930  wheat  production  received  from  35  countries 
(excluding  Russia)  total  3.274,570,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  5.5  per  cent 
over  the  production  of  3,102,836,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  in  1929. 
The  estimate  of  the  production  in  Hungary  has  been  revised  upward  about 
3,000,000  bushels  to"  73 ,303 ,000  bushels.     The  first  estimate  of  the  produc- 
tion in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  11,450,000  bushels,  compared  with 
10,273,000  bushels  in  1929.    Mr,  Steere  reports  wheat  production  in  Bul- 
garia at  60,994,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  SO.000, 000  bushels  over 
1929,  and  larger  than  conditions  indicated  2. months  ago.     See  table  page  75L 
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Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1  to  November  15  were  75,462,000  bushels  compared  with  71,171,000 
bushels  'during  the  same  period  in  1929,    Exports  during  the  week  ended 
November  15  were  1,283,000  bushels  compared  with  2,145,000  bushels  during 
the  previous  week  and  3,915,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  November  16, 
1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  November 
14  were  135,863,000  bushels  compared  with  158,887,000  bushels  on  November  15, 
1929,    Receipts  of  wheat  at  Port  William  and  Port  Arthur  .during  the  week 
ended  November  14  were  2,360,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  7,851,000 
bushels.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  2,781,000  bushels  and  shipments  were 
909,000  bushels. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

Continental  grain  markets  reported  #ery  little  business  at  slowly 
declining  prices  during  the  week  ended  November  10,  Mr.  Stecre  reports. 
Little  Russian  wheat  was  bought  during  the  week  despite  large  shipments. 
Rasssian  grain  procurements  up  to  November  10  amounted  to  74  per  cent  of  the 
"plan"  for  the  season.    In  Ukraine  procurements  of  rye  have  exceeded  the 
"plan"  by  8  per  ceny-  but  only  58  percent  of  the  wheat  has  been  collected, 
Market  condition  in  Germany  remaincduabout  the  same.    The  price  of  domestic 
wheat  at  Berlin  on  November  19  was  $1.62  per  bushel,  the  same  as  on  Novsmber 
12.    The  price  of  rye  declined  one  cent  per  bushol  during  the  week  to  93 
cents. 

China  (Tientsin') 

There  appears  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  the  Tiontsin  market  for 
American  an$  Canadian  wheat  flour  for  January  and  February  shipments 
although  business  up  to  the  present  has  not  been  heavy,  according  to  a 
cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from 
Consul  General  Gauss  at  Tientsin.    The  inward  movement  of  wheat  flour  at 
Tientsin  increased  considerably  during  October  due  to  the  delivery  on  old 
orders  and  to  the  desire  of  importers  to  augment  stocks  before  winter 
lighterage  rates  become  effective.    The  arrivals  of  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin 
during  October  were  estimated  at  230,000  barrels  compared  with  75,000 
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"barrels  in  September.    The  arrivals  during  October  by  countries  of  origin 
were  as  follows:    from  the  United  States  22,500  barrels,  Canada  17,500, 
Japan  100,000  and  from  Shanghai  90,000  barrels. 

The  production  of  flour  aft  local  mills  continued  at  a  high  level 
during  October  amounting  to  approximately  144,500  barrels.    Stocks  of  flour 
at  the  end  of  the  month  were  estimated  at  285,000  to  290,000  barrels  g,s 
compared  with  only  100,000  to  125,000  barrels  on  September  30.  Flour 
prices  for  spot  delivery  at  Tientsin  fell  19  csnts  per  barrel  during 
October.    The  average  wholesale  price  of  wheat  flour,  exwarehouse,  at 
Tientsin  on  October  31  in  bags  of  49  pounds  not  was  as  follows:  American 
$4,00,  Canadian  $3.58,  Japanese  $3.92,  Shanghai  milled  $3.81  and  Tientsin 
milled  $4.26.    The  cor  re --ponding  prices  on  September  30  were  American 
$4.15,  Canadian  $3.92,  Japanese  $4.03,  Shanghai  milled  $3.99  and  Tientsin 
milled  $4.37. 


United  States  wheat  prices 

Throughout  the  week  ending  November  20  prices  of  wheat  futures  at 
the  principal  United  States  markets  held  steadily  to  the  levels  established 
a  week  ago,  whereas  at  Winnipeg,  Liverpool  and  Buenos  Aires  there  Here 
declines  ranging  from  4  to  7    cents  per  bushel.     The  steadiness  of  United 
States  markets  in  face  of  further  declines  at  foreign  markets  has  apparently 
been  due  to  the  stabilising  efforts  of  Farm  Board  agencies.    At  77  cents 
per  bushel,  May  futures  at  Chicago  on  October  20  were  about  3  cents  above 
the  corresponding  future  at  Liverpool,  whereas  it  is  usual  for  Chicago 
futures  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  10  to  15  cents  lower  than  Liveipool  futures. 

Cash  prices  for  the  week  ending  November  14  in  the  principal  United 
States  markets  averaged  about  3  cents  per  bushel  lower  than  during  the 
previous  week,  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  averaging  68  cents  per 
bushel.    Both  Ho.  2  T-7ard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  and  Ho.  1  Dark  Northern 
Spring  at  Minneep  olis  declined  about  four  cents  to  67  and  73  cents  per 
bushel- respectively.    Ho.  2  Red  ?/inter  at  St.  Louis  remained  steady  at  82 
cents  per  bushel,  while  Ho.  2  Amber  Durum  declined  2  cents  to  63  cents  per 
bushel.     The  decline  in  cash  prices  apparently  indicates  the  failure  of 
cash  prices  to  fully  share  the  strength  of  the  futures  markets  occasioned 
by  stabilization  operations,  but  as  long  as  future  prices  are  maintained 
at  present  levels,  no  further  weakening  of  cash  prices  seems  likely.

Corn 

Corn  planting  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  this  year  is  six  weeks 
late,  and  the  curtailing  of  acreage  amounts  to  about  20  per  cent.  '  Good 
rains    are  needed  during  the  next  few  months  to  restore  the  corn  position  to 
normal.

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  daring  the  week  ended 
November  15  increased  very  slightly,  while  Argentine  exports  were  the 
smallest  since  the  fisst  week  in  September.

The  1930  production  oi  barley  in  the  31  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  in  1929  raised  30  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of 
Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  1, 315 , 365, 000  ^bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  5 
per  cent  from  the  production  of  those  countries  last  year8     The  earlier 
Bulgarian  estimate  has  been  increased  to  225184,000  bushels,  an  increase  of 
136.5  per  cent  over  the  small  harvest  of  last  year,  and  is  the  largest 
crop  on  record  there.

The  earlier 
estimate  of  the  Bulgarian  crop  has  been  revised  downward  slightly.  The 
total  crop  in  the  23  European  countries  reported  now  stands  at  1,490,582,000

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Exports  of  oats  f'om  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total

COTTON 

Sakellaridis  acreage  restricted 

A  decree  has  been  issued  prohibiting  the  planting  of  Sakellaridis 
cotton  in  Egypt  except  in  3  provinces,  ana  in  these  provinces  the  acreage 
is  to  be  limited  to  40  per  cent  of  the  present  acreage,  according  to  a 
Cairo  cable  from  P0  K.  Norris,  Cotton  Specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  of  the  United  States  Depart-..  :.  ':•  of  Agriculture  fi     In  1929  Egypt 
had  1,912,000  acres  in  cotton  of  which  830.000  acres  or  46  per  cent  were 
Sakellaridis.    About  85  per  cent  of  the  Sakellaridis  acreage  is  in  the 
three  provinces  of  Gharbiya,  Beheira,  and  Daqahliya. 


TOBACCO 

Proposed  revisions  of  the  German  tobacco  taxes 

Government  proposals  for  the  revision  of  tobacco  taxes  in  Germany 
have  already  passed  the  committee  stage  in  the  German  parliament  (Reichstag) 
and  will  probably  be  approved  by  the  Reichstag  as  a  whole  and  become  effec- 
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tive  on  January  1,  according  to  J.  3.  Hut  son,  Tobacco  Specialist  of  the 
Poreign  Agricultural  Service  at  Berlin.    The  new  tax  legislation  is  likely 
to  result  in  some  reduction  in  cigar  consumption  and  some  increase  in  the 
cigarette  consumption.    This,  in  the  opinion  of  Mr0  Hut  son,  will  not  affect 
materially  the  sale  of  American  tobacco  in  Germany  and  will  probably 
produce  no  significant-  change  in  the  German  takings  of  American  flue-cured 
and  fire-cured  types. 

The  import  duty  on  leaf  tobacco  will  be  increased  from  8.6  cents  per 
pound  to  21.6  cents  per  pound;  the  raw  materials  tax  on  cigarettes  will  be 
reduced  from  54  cents  per  pound  to  48.6  cents;  the  stamp  tax  on  cigars  will 
be  increased  from  20  per  cent  to  23  per  cent  of  the  retail  price;  on 
cigarettes,  from  33  to  38  per  cent  and  on  smoking  tobacco  from  33  to  35 
per  cent  of  the  retail  price. 

Indications  are  that  the  new  taxation  will  result  in  an  increase  in 
the  price  of  cigarettes  not  greatly  in  excess  of  10  per  cent,  while  the 
increase  in  the  prices  of  other  products  may  be  somewhat  larger  and  in. case 
of  cigars  may  reach  20  per  cent.    The  consumption  of  some  fine  cut  tobacco, 
in  which  American  flue-cured  is  used,  is'  likely  to  be  reduced..  Exports  of 
American  flue-cured  tobacco  to  Germany'  averaged  11,250,000  pounds  during 
the  five  year  period  ending  June  30,  1930*     The  exports'  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee  dark  fire-cured  types  averaged  during  the  same  period  10,298^000 
pounds  annually. 


'  .        HOPS  ' 

The  British  hops  market  remained  quiet  during  the  past  week,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  dated  November  18  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at 
London.    All  Goldings  have  now  been  practically  cleared  and  Choice  Fuggles 
are  also  scarce.    The  best  Fuggles  Remaining  on  the  market  are  being  quoted 
at  from  $16.29  to  $18,47  per  3  00  pounds.    There  has  been  a  somewhat  better 
inquiry  for  the  lower  descriptions  during  the  past  Week  but  at  prices  which 
are  still  unprofitable  to  producers.    The  hops  market  on  the  Continent  also 
remained  quiet,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Prices  quoted  for  prime  quality  hops,  in  Nuremberg  remained  unchanged  but 
quotations  on  other  hops  are  lower.    Around  200  bales  were  disposed  of  dur- 
ing the  week.     The  demand  for  hops  on  the  Saaz  market  is  declining.  The'- 
same  is  true  for  Northern  France  and  Alsace. 
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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET';    The  prices  paid  for  American  apples  on 
the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  November  19,  were  on  the  whole  slightly 
higher  than  those  paid  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A. 
Motz,  Emit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     Supplies  of  barrels  were  light  with  the  exception  of 
Yorks  which  were  in  liberal  supply.    Boxes  were  in  light  supply.  Inquiry 
was  good  for  Yorks  and  Massachusetts  Baldwins  but  moderate  for  other 
barreled  offerings.    Demand  was  moderate  for  boxes.     The  condition  of  the 
fruit  was  good.     Supplies  of  American  pears  were  liberal  at  Liverpool. 
Inquiry  was  moderate.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Prices  were 
on  about  the  same  levels  as  last  week  but  a  little  higher  than  the  London 
prices. 

Supplies  of  Virginia  Yorks  and  Ben  Davis  were  moderate  at  London 
but  the  balance  of  the  barreled  list  and  boxes  were  in  light  supply.  The 
market  was  more  active  than  last  week  with  prices  ruling  somewhat  higher. 
On 'the  whole  the  prices  were  slightly  above  those  paid  at  Liverpool  this 
week.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Owing  to  the  removal  of  the 
restriction  on  the  lower  grades  of  apples,  considerable  quantities  of 
United  States  Commercial  and  utility  grades  of  barreled  apples  were  offered 
on  the  British  markets  this  week.     These  sold  at  about  the  usual  discount 
below  the  United  States  So.l  grade.     See  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./A-326, 
November  21,  1930. 

THE  HAMBURG-COPENHAGEN  APPLE  MARKETS:    Prices  paid  for  American 
apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  of  Tuesday,  November  18,  were  slightly  below 
those  of  the  preceding  week,  Mr.  Motz  reports.    About  43,000  boxes,  30,000 
barrels  and  2,000  baskets  were  offered  at  the  last  auction.    A  week 
earlier,  42,000  boxes  and  24,000  barrels  were  offered.     In  the  Copenhagen 
market,  American  apples  were  more  active  on  November  18  than  a  week  earlier. 
The  bulk  of  the  business  was  in  barreled  apples,  there  being  no  quotations 
on  boxed  varieties. 

THE  BRITISH  GRAPEFRUIT  MARKET:    A  slight  decline  over  last  week  was 
recorded  in  the  grapefruit  prices  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday, 
November  19,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Only 
Porto  Rican  fruit  was  quoted  for  London  in  the  cable,  and  these  prices  were 
on  somewhat  higher  levels  than  those  of  Liverpool.     Grapefruit  sold  at  the 
following  prices:    Florida  30's,  $3.77  to  $4.01,  96's  $3.41  to  $3.77,  126*8 
$3.65  to  $3.77,  150' s  $3.10  to  $3.53;  Porto  Rican  96's  $3.89  to  $4.26, 
112,s  around  $3.89,  and  Jamaican  126' s  $3.16  to  $3.28  per  box.    At  London 
Porto  Rican  96's  sold  at  $3.65  to  $4.50,  112' s  at  around  $4.38  and  126 's 
at  about  $4.01  per  box. 
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ITALIAN  A1ID  FRENCH  PRODUCTION  OF  CHERRIES  IN  BRINE:     It  is  still 
the  opinion  that  an  equivalent  of  7.0,000  "barrels  of  cherries  were  placed 
in  brine  from  the  1930  Italian  crop,  according  to  a  report  from  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.    This  is  considerably  under  the 
production  of  a.  year  ago,  which  is  estimated  to  have  approximated  115,000 
barrels.    The  comparatively  small  amount  placed  in  brine  during  the  current 
season  was  caused  by  heavy  and  frequent  rains  -during  the  harvesting  period. 
Just  what  amount  of  cherries  was  placed  in  brine  in  France,  it  is  still 
difficult  to  say,  but  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  it  was  a  great  deal 
belo?/  that  of  a  year  ago,  as  weather  conditions  were  also  unfavorable 
during  the  time  of  harvest. 

The  demand  from  the  United  States  so  far  has  been  ..limited.  It  is 
reported  that  there  are  still  some  stocks  of  1929  cherries*  in  the  United 
States.  This  fact,  together  with  the  higher  rate  of  duty  now  in  effect, 
has  caused  American  buyers  to  be  cautious.  Purchases  are  being  made  only 
to  cover  immediate  requirements.  C IE  New  York  prices  are  about  the  same 
as  reported  two  months  ago,  as  from  14  to  IS  cents  per  pound  is  being 
asked  for  the  sound  and  selected  fruit  and  11  cents  for  seconds  or  broken. 

MEDITERRANEAN  ALMOND  SITUATION:    The  1930  production  of  almonds  in 
the  countries  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin  is  now  estimated  at  88  per  cent 
of  the  1929  crop  or  about  3  per  cent  below  earlier  estimates,  according 
to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille.    The  1929  crop  amounted  to  73,600  short 
tons  of  shelled  and  7,750  tons  of  unshelled  nuts.    When  the  large  stocks 
on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  season  are  taken  into  consideration,, 
together  with  the  fact  that  total  exports  during  September  and  October 
this  year  have  "been  only  55  per  cent  of  those  for  the  corresponding  months 
last  year>  it  is  apparent  that  the  available  supply  for  1930-31  is  at  least 
as  large  as  that  for  last  year  at  this  date*    For  that  reason,  no  upward 
trend  In  prices  is  expected^ 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


FURTHER  DECLINE  IN  BUTTER  PRICES:       Quotations  on  the  principal 
European  butter  markets  were  generally  lower  on  November  20  than  a  week 
earlier.    The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  equivalent  to  27.5  cents  a 
pound  was    a  half  cent  lower  than  on  the  previous  Thursday  and  11.6  cents 
lower  than  a  year  ago.    New  Zealand  finest  'salted  in  London  was  quoted  at 
the  equivalent  of  23.25  cents  a  pound  against  24.0  cents  a  week  earlier  and 
37.6  cents  a  year  ago.    Domestic  prices  also  declined  during  the  week  from 
36.5  cents  on  92  score  in  New  York  to  34.5  cents  against  42.5  cents  a  year 
ago.     See  table  page  , 
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She  United  States  has  on  hand  a  bean  crop  equal  to  the  normal 
level  of  domestic  requirements  of  recent  years.    European  production,  as 
far  as  can  "be  determined  from  reports  available,  is  ample  for  the  require- 
ments of  that  continent.    There  is  probably  some  surplus  for  overseas  ex- 
port but  early  production  reports  do  not  point  to  any  unusual  amount. 
European  production  is  larger  than  was  indicated  by  early  reports -7/hen 
drought  in  the  Danube  basin  and  heavy  rains  in  western  Europe  pointed  to 
a  short  harvest.    Japan,  on  the  other  hand,  has. a  larger  surplus  than  usual, 
especially  of  export  varieties.    Scanty  reports  do  not  indicate  any  unusual 
carry-over  either  in  the  United  States  or  in  Europe  although  old  crop  stocks 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  were  undoubtedly  larger  than  the  negligible 
quantities  available  at  the  beginning  of  September,  1929. 

Both  domestic  and  foreign  markets  have  been  sluggish.    Prices  the 
first  of  the  season  have  fallen  off  both  in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 
She  decreases  are  probably  partly  a  reflection  of  the  general  business 
situation  as  well  as  of  ample  supplies.     Increases  in  production  over  what 
was  expected  just  before  harvest  have  probably  played  some  part  in  the 
price  reduction.    Lack  of  United  States  demand  has  been  considered  by 
European  dealers  as  a  factor  of  considerable  importance  in  the  fall  in 
prices,  but  United  States  total  imports  in  September  and  October  were 
nearly  equal  to  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.    Reported  offers  of 
Russian  beans  in  Europe  also  probably  have  had  a  depressing  effect.  There 
is  a  possibility,  however,  that  the  depressed  business  situation  may  react 
to  stimulate  demand  beyond  a  normal  level.    Beans,  being  a  cheap  source 
of  protein,  may  be  in  demand  as  a  substitute  for  the  more  expensive  protein 
foods.      A  shortage  in  the  United  States  potato  crop  may  further  stimulate 
demand  for  beans. 

Production 

Total  production  of  common  beans  in  the  more  important  commercial 
countries  is  now  believed  to  be  little  greater  and  may  be  somewhat  smaller 
than  last  year.    Production  in  six  countries  for  which,  actual  figures  are 
available  amounts  to  36,530,000  bushels,  a  slight  increase  over  the  36,- 
331,000  bushel  crop  reported  in  the  same  countries  in  1929  and  above  the

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five  year  average  of  32,059,000  bushels  produced  in  the  period  1925-1929. 
The  increase  is  in  the  crops  of  the  United  States  and  Japan.    The  European 
surplus  producing  countries  so  far  reported  have  a  total  bean  crop  below 
last  year  and  below  average,  and  condition  reports  and  other  indications 
of  the  size  of  the  crop  in  other  important  countries  do  not  point  to  any 
material  increase  over  last  year's  about  average  crop. 

United  States 

United  States  production  is  placed  according  to  the  -November  crop 
report  at  20,975,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  1,282,000  bushels  or  nearly 
7  per  cent  over  the  1929  crop  and  of  2,742,000  bushels  or  15  per  cent  over 
the  five  year  average  1925-29.     The  amount  of  the  production  of  the  differ- 
ent classes  of  common,  beans  is  necessary  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
marketing  possibilities  for  the  balance  of  the  year.    Definite  production 
reports  by  varieties  are  not  yet  available.     Increased  production  over  last 
year  is  reported  to  be  most  marked  in  the  pinto,  great  northern,  baby  lima 
and  black  eye  varieties.     There  may  be  a  slight  increase  in  small  whites. 
Little  change  is  believed  to  have  occurred  in  production  of  standard  limas 
and  production  of  pea  beans  in  Michigan  and  New  York  is  believed  to  be 
considerably  reduced.    Total  bean  production  in  Michigan  and  New  York  is 
now  placed  at  6,031,000  bushels,  a  reduction  of  13  per  cent  from  last 
year's  6,941,000  bushels  when  pea  beans  in  the  two  states  included  5,376,.- 
000  bushels.     This  year's  total  crop  in  the  two  states  is  about  20  per  cent 
below  the  average  of  7,532,000  bushels  in  the  period  1925-1929.    Red  kidneys 
and  large  whites  are  also  of  importance  in  both  states  and  in  New  York 
yellow  eyes  also  and  some  of  the  reduction  may  have  occurred  in  these  vari- 
eties. 

Great  northerns  are  produced  almost  entirely  in  Idaho,  Montana  and 
Wyoming.     Total  bean  production  in  these  states  this  year  amounts  to  3,420,- 
000  bushels  as  compared  with  3,122,000  bushels  in  1929  when  the  great  north- 
erns in  those  states  totaled  2,345,000  bushels,  and  an  average  total  crop 
of  2,441,000  bushels  in  the  period  1925  to  1929  when  great  northern  pro- 
duction averaged  1,885,000  bushels.     Small  reds  (red  Mexicans)  are  of  in- 
creasing importance  in  Idaho  and  at  least  some  of  the  increase  in  bean  pro- 
duction in  that  state  has  probably  gone  to  that  variety  in  which  case  the 
increase  in  great  northern  production  over  last  year  would  not  be  as  great 
as  indicated  by  the  state  totals.     Pintos  make  up  practically  the  entire 
bean  crop  of  Colorado  and  New  Mexico,  and  total  bean  production  in  these 
two  states  corresponds  very  closely  with  the  entire  pinto  crop.    An  increase 
in  the  Colorado  crop  has  more  than  offset  a  decrease  in  Now  Mexico  and  the 
total  crop  for  the  two  states  amounts  to  4,847,000  bushels  compared  with 
3,863,000  bushels  in  1929  and  an  average  of  about  2,641,000  bushels  in  the 
period  1925-29. 
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Total  production  reported  for  seven  states  growing  mostly  white 
beans  amounts  to  9,574,000  'bushels  as  compared  with  10,192,000  bushels 
in  1929.     These  f igures  omit  the  large  ana  small  whites  of  California 
hut  changes  in  production  of  those  varieties  would  not  change  materially 
the  ratio  shown  in  the  total  for  seven  states.    Domestic  white  beans  meet 
foreign  competition  principally  from  Europe,  Japan  and  Chile. 

Eur  o'oe, 

European  production  is  not  given  by  varieties.     The  bulk  of  the 
crop^  of  the  exporting  countries  is  of  white  beans,  with  some  cranberries, 
red  kidneys  and  other  varieties.    Production  reports  are  still  missing  for 
many  European  producing  regions,  but  reports  available  either  on  the  size  of 
the  crop  or  acreage  and  conditions  affecting  the  size  of  the  harvest  now 
indicate  a  total  European  production  about  on  a  par  with  last  year's  crop, 
whicn  was  slightly  below  average.    Rumania. is  the  most  important  surplus 
producing  country.     In  that  country  common  bean  production  for  1930  is  re- 
ported at  8,034,000  bushels  as  compared  with  9,518,000  bushels  in  1929  and 
an  average  of  7,717,000  bushels  in  the  period  1925-1929.     Total  bean  pro- 
duction in  Rumania,  Hungary  and.  Austria,  the  three  European  countries  re- 
porting, amounts  to  9,326,000  bushels  as  compared  with  11,623,000  bushels 
in  1929  and  a  five  year  average  of  9,786  ,000  bushels. 

European  countries  which  have  not  yet  reported  for  1930  out  for 
which  fig-ares  are  available  for  1929  produced  in  that  year  20,105,000 
oushels  of  common  beazis  which  was  slightly  under  the  five  year  average  of 
20,831,000  bushels  for  those  countries.     Present  indications  do  not  point 
to  any  noticeable  increase  in  the  total  crop  for  these  countries  although 
the  shortage  expected  earlier  in  the  season  has  not  developed.  Bulgaria, 
being  in  the  Danube  basin  where  the  crop  was  hurt  by  drought,  is  believed 
not  to  have  a  harvest  above  that  of  last  year  and  possibly  below.  The 
Gorman  yield  is  reported  as  poor,  and  Czechoslovakia,  located  between 
Germany  and  Hungary  which  had  a  heavy  loss,  is  believed  to  have  had  only 
a  mediocre  crop.    On  the  other  hand  fair  to  good  returns  are  reported  for 
Prance  and  England.     No  indication  of  the  size  of  the  crop  in  Italy  is 
available.     Italy  has  an  import  balance  in  common  beans. 

Little  definite  information  has  been  reported  on  the  quality  of  the 
European  crop.    Early  shipments  of  Danubian  beans  to  Marseille  are  said  to 
have  been  of  excellent  quality.    Part  of  the  Erench  crop  was  somewhat  spotted 
due  to  the  heavy  rains  but  this  damage  now  seems  to  have  been  less  than  early 
reports  indicated.      Statements  are  conflicting  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
Hungar  i  an  cr  op . 
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Canada  and  Mexico 

Canada,  which  produces  principally  white  pea  beans,  in  the  province 
of  Ontario,  and  which  sometimes  helps  to  supply  our  canners 1  deficit  of 
this  variety,  has  a  total  "bean  crop  of  1,411,000  "bushels,  a  slight  re- 
duction from  last  year's  large  crop,  hut  larger1  than  average.  Mexico 
reports  poor  growing  conditions  and  poor  yields 'in  many  "bean  growing  areas. 
In  some  localities  there  has  beeni  a  shift  to  pintos  due 'to  ' disor.se  °^ 
local  varieties.    This  shift  appears  not  to  have  "been  important  so  far  "but 
may  he  more  noticeable  another  year.  \[ 

Japan  -  -  ' 

Japan  has  a  record  common  bean  production  in  1930,  amounting  to 
4,818,000  bushels  as  compared  with  3,524,000  bushels  in  1929  and  an  aver- 
age of  2,765,000  in  the  past  five  years.    Heavy  rains  the  latter  part  of 
August  and  first  of  September,  however,  are  said  to  have  hurt  the  quality 
somewhat.    Of  the  Japanese  crop  there  are  two  varieties  which  figure  promi- 
nently in  the  export  trade,  the  otenashis,  including  "beans  competing  with 
our  large  and  small  whites,  and  nagauzuras,  or  long  cranberries.  Production 
of  otenashis  is  placed  in  the  preliminary  estimate  at  1,925,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  1,193,000  in  1929  and  an  average  of  606,000  In  the  years  1926- 
1929.     Kxgauzura  production  for  1930  is  placed  at  705,000  bushels  compared 
with  556,000  in  1929  and  a  four  year  average  of  485,000  bushels.    The  United 
States  form  an  important  market  for  the  Japanese  surplus,  thus  the  increase 
of  881,000  bushels  the  past  year  in  production  in  these  two  export  varieties 
is  especially  significant.    Exports  of  otenashis  in  the-  past  five  years  have 
ranged  from  35  to  76  per  cent  of  the  crop.-  '   Applying  this  percentage  to  the 
1930  production  would  indicate  a  surplus  for  export  of  anywhere  from  700,000 
to  1,500,000  bushels.    Exports  of  nagauzuras  have  ranged  from  62  to  81  per 
cent  of  the  crop,  which,  applied  to  this  year's  harvest  would  indicate  a 
surplus  for  oxport  of  435,000  to  570,000  bushels. 

Stocks  and  Carryover   

Reports  on  stocks  in  M  3  United  States  are  available  only  for  Cali- 
fornia.    In  that  state  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  beans  were  larger  on  Sep-;- 
tember  1,  1930  than  on  that  date  in  1929  except  for  blackeyes,  pinks  and 
cranberries,  but  the  1929  carryover  was  unusually  small.    The  California 
carryover  is  below  the  average  of  the  preceding  four  years  for  all  varieties 
except  small  whites,  i^ich  are  above  average.    Scattered  reports  for  other 
states  do  not  indicate  any  abnormal  carryover  although  old  crop  supplies 
were  undoubtedly  larger  than  the.  negligible  quantities  carried  over  in  the 
preceding  year.

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In  Europe  also  the  carryover  is  probably  larger  than  the  minimum 
quantity  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  1923-50  season,  but  reports  avail- 
able have  not  suggested  a  "burdensome  supplj^.     The  appearance  of  the  new 
crop  nearly  a  month  earlier  than  usual  would  tend  to  draw  attention  from 
the  old  crop  "but  might  also  create  an  impression  of  unduly  large  stocks. 
Rumania  appears  to  have  consumed  more  than  an  average  quantity  of  beans  in 
the  past  year.    Production-  less'  exports  for  1929-30  leave  a  larger  amount 
than  average  available  for  domestic  consumption  or  carryover,  but  reports 
from  that  county  do  not  mention  any  unusual,  quantity  on  hand. 

Prices  and  Market  situation 

United  States  bean  prices  have  been  falling  generally  since  the 
"beginning  of  the  current  season,  after  a  brief  rise  in  August  and  the  first 
of  September  when  the  size  of  the  newycrop  was  st:ill  in  doubt.    By  October, 
the  farm  prices  of  pintos  and  great  northerns  were  the  lowest  reported  for 
any  month  in  the  past  seven  years.     The  New  York  wholesale  price  of  pea  beans 
through  the  third  week  of  September  was  still  above  the  general  level  of 
prices  prevailing  "before  the  short  crops  of  1927,  1923  and  1929.    Red  kidneys 
were  below  the  level  of  prices  for  the  1924,  1928  and  1929  crops,  "but  above 
those  of  1923  and  1926.     The  Hew  York  price  of  limas  has  been  maintained 
during  the  past  few  months  at  a  level  below  the  high  prices . of  the  end  of 
the  1923  and  beginning  of  the  1929  seasons,  hut  well  aoove  the  average  for 
recent  years.      See  table,  page  748.

Prices  in  foreign  markets  fell  during  September  and  Moldavian  beans 
at  Marseille  continued  to  fall  during  the  first  half  of  October.     See  table,  page 
749.  Trade  in  Europe  was  generally  inactive  in  September, 

Dealers  seemed  to  be  well  stocked  up  and  there  was  little  interest  in  either  cur- 
rent offerings  or  future  requirements.     These  was  a  tendency  among  European 
dealers  to  attribute  the  decline  of  prices  to  a  lack  of  demand  in  the  United 
States.    Reports  were  current  of  offerings  of  Russian  white  beans  in  the  Marseille 
market  at  prices  considerably  below  the  current  level,    There  is  little  basis  for  juAe 
ing  whether  these  Russian  offers  were  only  of  a  temporary  character'  or  were  really 
an  indication  of  exportable  surplus.    Hew  crop  beans  in  Europe  started  coming  the 
market  earlier  than  usual;  one  report  mentioned  it  as  being  a  month  earlier.  This 
might  have  given  an  erroneous  indication  of  plentiful  supplies  which  would  have  a 
temporary  tendency  to  depress  prices  unduly.

.     The  United  States  1930  bean  crop  of  20,975,000  bushels  is  not  quite 
equal  to  domestic  production  plus  net  imports  in  1929-30,  amounting  to  21,584^000 
bushels.    Allowing  something  for  carryover  this  year,  as  against  a  negligible 
amount  carried  over  into  the  1929-30  season,  the  domestic  supply  as  a  whole  is 
probably  fully  e^uol  to  last  year's  consumption.     Taking  into  account  the  annual 
increase  in  domestic  requirements  which  has  been  observed  in  past  years,  the 
domestic  crop  is  considerably  smaller  in  proportion  to  indicated  requirements 
than  in  1925,  however.     Inequalities  in  the  distribution  of  the  present  supply 
among  the  various  varieties  may  of  course  result  in  oversupplies  of  some  varieties 
and  deficiencies  in  others  since  they  are  not  all  used  interchangeably.
